ON A LARGE SCALE: 
REAL REVOLT SEEN 


War Minister Ordered to 
‘Crush Rising in Cen- 
tral States. 


TRAIN HOLDUP PART 
OF MOVE, IS BELIEF 


Band of 300 Shouts for 
“Christ the King” While Loot- 
ing Burning Coaches. 


Mexico City, March 21 (By A. P.).— 
Mobilization of troops on a large scale 
in the central states of Mexico because 
rebel activities have increased lately, 
was ordered tonight by the presidential 
staff under instructions from President 
Calles. 

War Minister Amaro was: instructed 
by the president to take charge of the 
troops and to carry out a rapid, crush- 
ing campaign in the states of Jalisco, 
Colima, Michoacan, Guanhajuato and 
San Luis Potosi. 

Four regiments already have . been 
mobilized to pursue Rodolfo Gallagos 
and his band which attacked the La- 
redo train on Saturday night. Usually 
well-informed sources report that 
President Calles has reprimanded va- 
rious military commanders, charging 
that the increased rebel activities, 
which culminated in the Laredo train 
attack, were due to negligence on their 
part. 

23 Rebels Killed, 12 Seized. 


Reports reaching the war depart- 
ment say that 23 rebels were killed 
and 12 captured in various parts of the 
states of Michoacan and Guanajuato in 
encounters with federal troops on Sun- 
day. 

Belief that the robbery Saturday night 
of the Laredo-Mexico City train was a 
revolutionary demonstration was ex- 
pressed today by American passengers 
on the train. 

They said the attackers raised the 
revolutionary cry of “Viva Cristo Rey” 
(long live Christ the king), and de- 
clared they believed the robbery had 
the dual purpose of demonstrating to 
Americans the existence of a revolu- 
tlonary movement in Mexico and rais- 
ing funds for revolutionary use. It is 
reported that about 100,000 pesos of 
government funds were taken from the 
looted express car. 

Among the foreign passengers, whom 
none were molested, was Mrs. C. B. Har- 
riman, of Houston, Tex., whvuse story 
largely corroborated those of other 
passengers. A well-known resident of 
Mexico City, who asked that his name 
be withheld, gave. the Associated Press 
an account of the holdup. He said: 

“About 8:30 Saturday night the train 
was stopped near Obregon station. Vol- 
leys of rifle fire began and lasted about 
ten minutes, bullets whizzing through 
the cars. Outside men were yelling 
‘Viva Cristo Rey!’ and shooting inces- 
santly. Inside, some of the passengers 
were screaming and crawling into berths 
or into the aisles. 


Fleeing of Escort Charged. 


“The military escort upon the train 
fled without firing a single shot. (This 
conflicts with other reports that the 
soldier guard fought valiantly, some 
being killed defending the train.) 

“After the bombardment the attack- 
ers smashed the doors and entered my 
Pullman. The chief told the passen- 
gers not to be afraid; nobody would be 
hurt. Turning to his men he declared 
he would shoot the first one who took 
even a penny from the passengers or 
molested them in any way. 

“The chief declared \ ‘We are attack- 
ing and burning this train so the peo- 
ple of the United States will know this 
Mexican government has a real revolu- 
tion; also by taking the government 
shipment of coin in the express car.’ 

“I’ve had considerable experience 
with Mexican bandits. They always 
shout ‘Viva!’ for their chieftain, but 
this crowd shouted nothing except 
‘Viva Cristo Rey!’ which makes me be- 
lieve absolutely the assertion of the 
chieftain that it is a revolutionaxy 
movement. 


Attackers Number 300. 


“The attackers numbered about 300. 
The passengers were instructed to leave 
the train. The revolutionists then 
sprayed kerosene over two Pullmans and 
the first-class coaches and burned 
them, loaded the loot from the ex- 
press and mail cars upon mules and 
went away into the mountains. 

“Some passengers, in fright, gave 
the marauders,their valuables, but no 
passenger was forced to do so.” The 
conductor was wounded and died with- 
in a few hours, but the crew got the 
passengers into the undamaged third- 
class coaches and hauled us to a near- 
by station, where we remained all 
night because the bridges were burned.

Millionaire Realty Dealer Gets 
Separation; “‘Peaches’ ” 
Charges Criticized.

WITNESS IS DENOUNCED 


Carmel, N. Y., March 21 (By A. P.}. 
The former Frances “Peaches” Heenan 
saw her romance crash today, witnout 
compensation, less than a year since 
her hurried run-away marriage with 
Edward West Browning. her ‘“Cinder- 
ella man.” The uncompromising fact 
of a court decision gave a legal separa- 
tion to her husband. 

Supreme Court Justice A. H. Seeger, 
who presided at the ‘‘open to the press 
and public trial” here and at White 
Plains, said, in the decision, that he 
failed to find Mrs. Browning’s sensa- 
tional charges of cruelty supportable by 
the evidence. 

Mrs. Browning’s alimony of 6300 a 
week, which began in November, is 
automatically discontinued, and her 
only claim to continued support is to 
return to her husband, should he de- 
sire to take her back. 

The justice, viewing the case as a 
whole, however, took the occasion +o 
criticize both sides of the separation 
suit—once Mrs. Browning’s side for an 
“attempt to palm off an expurgated 
diary” as evidence, and again, Mr. 
Browning’s side, for the testimony of 
two male witnesses, who, the judge 
said, “ought now to be prosecuted.” 

Justice Seeger granted Browning the 
separation—he began the suit—on the 
ground of abandonment, dismissing the 
real estate man’s first cause of action 
of alleged cruelty.

FROM TESTIMONY 


Sustaining of Objection 
to Have Far-Reaching 
Effect in Suit. 


COUNSEL FOR SAPIRO 


DEFEATED ON RULING 


Inception of Articles, Called 
Libelous, Is Traced by 
Means of Letters. 


Detroit, Mich., March 21 (By A. P.). 
Attorneys in Aaron Sapiro’s $1,000,000 
libel suit against Henry Ford haggled 
nearly all day over a single brief inter- 
rogation, and at the end Federal Judge 
Fred M. Raymond made a far-reaching 
decision in'a two-word ruling. 

The -court’s “objection sustained” 
kept William J. Cameron, editor of the 
Férd-owned Dearborn Independent, 
from answering this question: 

“What are the facts as to whether 
your original plans were for a series of 
articles against the Jews and not 
against Aaron Sapiro?” 

It meant, however, according to the 
judge’s interpretation for newspaper 
men, that “testimony concerning ideas 
of the Jewish race in general will not 
be admissible and that the case does 
not involve Henry Ford’s ideas of the 
race aS a whole and that Ford’s al- 
leged malice toward Jews as a people 
can not be brought in.” 


More Study on Ruling. 


Judge Raymond said that the au- 
thorities on the admission of testi- 
mony concerning ideas of smaller classi- 
fication and groups of Jews were ‘“‘so 
close together” that he would rule on 
that question only after he hard given 
the subject much more extensive study 
and thought. 

Malice in the heart of Mr. Ford in- 
spired the articles printed in the Dear- 
born Independent in 1924 and 1925 
accusing Sapiro of bad faith in organ- 
izing cooperative organizations among 
farmers, of membership in an interna- 
tional band: of Jews plotting to control 


fagriculture and of seeking to spread 


communism, Sapiro’s counsel, William 
Henry Gallagher, stated during the ar- 
guments. 

He alleged not only malice on the 
part of Ford, but also in the heart of 
Cameron and on the part of the Dear- 
born Independent. 

“These series of anti-Jew articles were 
begun at the direct instance of Henry 
Ford,” said Gallagher. ‘They were. sus- 
pended at his direction and then 
Started again on an order from him. 
This is what we intend to show.” 


Unfavorable, Is Admission. 


That the general tenor of the inde- 
pendent articles, from 1920 to 1922, was 
unfavorable to Jewish people was ad- 
mitted by Stewart Hanley, of Ford’s 
counsel, but he contended that there 
was no proof that the term “Jew” car- 
ried any opprobrium. 

“It is our purpose to prove that Op- 
probrious articles as to acts of people 
are not pertinent in libel action by a

Italo - Jugoslav Friction 
Arouses Statesmen 
of All Lands. 


RUSSIA AND ROUMANIA 
MIGHT ENTER CLASH 


Mobilization by Belgrade Over 
Albanian Issue Charged 
Again But Denied. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Europe’s statesmen, anxious over the 
friction between Italy and Jugoslavia, 
were seeking means yesterday to avert 
a clash. 

Foreign Minister Briand of France 
urgently counseled Jugoslavia, through 
diplomatic channels, to take no pro- 
vocative step. Meanwhile the French 
and British governments were keeping 
the wires hot, debating what course to 
pursue. 

They were expected, with the sup- 
port of Germany, to suggest a settle- 
ment either through regular diplomatic 
exchanges or through mediation by the 
League of Nations’ council. 

The Italian government remained 
silent, but the fascist press continued 
to charge that Jugoslavia was mobiliz- 
ing troops along the Italian and Al- 
banian frontiers and seeking to stir up 


insurrection in Albania. 
Jugoslavian spokesmen denied tnese 


charges and offered to submit to full 
investigation by international experts. 
They claimed Italy was seeking to 
justify armed intervention in Albania. 

Albania was reported in dispatches 
through Vienna to be moving artillery 
and troops to the northern frontier to 
prevent any invasion from Jugosiavia. 

The subject of Albania has been a 
sore point between Italy and Jugo- 
slavia ever since the announcement of 
the Italo-Albanian treaty, which Jugo- 
slavia in the face of Italian denials, de- 
nounced as amounting to an Italian 
protectorate over the smaller country. 

Such a protectorate, the Jugoslavian 
statesmen declared, would isolate Jugc- 
slavia from the Mediterranean, as 
Albania lies directly across the Adriatic 
from the heel of the boot forming th 
Italian peninsula.

“In view of the recent injuries which 
have been caused to boy pupils of the 
public schools of the District of Co- 
lumbia, who have been acting as pa- 
trols at the request of the director of 
trafic, the commissioners would be 
pleased to have the view of the board 
of education as to whether these school 
children should be used by the director 
of traffic as an adjunct to the work 
of policemen in preventing accidents to 
school children and others who may be 


using the public highways.” 
Eldridge Defends Patrols. 
Upon receipt of the protest of the 
Congress Heights Citizens association, 


the commissioners called on Director of 
Traffic M. O. Eldridge, who instituted 
the schoolboy patrol system, for a re- 


port. Eldridge defended the idea in a 
report Saturday, as follows: 
“I desire to call your attention to the 


fact that our records show there were 
three fatalities among school children 
in January and February, 1926, before 
the schoolboy patrol was established, 
while during the same period in 1927 
there was only one fatality. 

“If the establishment of the school- 
boy patrol has had the effect of saving 
the lives of two children during Janu- 
ary and February of this year, it seems 
to me the experiment ought to be con- 
tinued until at least the school year is 
over. 

“It never was the intention of the 
school authorities or the A. A. A. that 
the schoolboy patrol should do police 
duty. It is simply a big brother move- 
ment by which the big brother stands 
on the corner and holds the little fel- 
lows back until traffic is sufficiently 
cleared to enable him to cross safely 
with his charges. 

Used Police Whistle.

The alleged confession told of the re- 
turn of the Snyder family to their 
modest home in Queens Village—the 
husband and his wife and their 9-year- 
old daughter Lorraine—from a bridge 
whist game at a neighbor’s home after 
midnight Sunday. 


Snyder Had a Lot to Drink. 


Mr. Snyder, who had had “quite a 
lot to drink,” wanted to go to bed, she 
is alleged to have said, and she helped | 
him undress. He was deaf in one ear | 
and she placed him on the bed, with | 
his “deaf ear up” and then, the police! 
say, she let Gray into the house. 


In the next room the two had a few 
drinks, the statement said, and after 
Gray is alleged to have said, “I can't 
live without you,” the murder was 
planned. 

Gray is alleged .to have struck the 
sleeping man with an iron instrument, 
which the police believe was the iron 
pinchbar found, together with rubber 
gloves, in Gray’s grip in Syracuse. 


Victim’s Feet Tied Together. 


Snyder's feet were tied together with 
a necktie, his hands bound with pic- 
ture wire and his throat gashed with a 
twisted loop of the same material. In 
addition traces of an anesthetic were 
found in his organs. 

Dr. Howard W. Neail, Queens medical 
examiner, said Snyder had been chloro- 
formed. He declared an analysis had 
shown that the anesthetic was found 
“in large quantities” in the dead man’s 
brain. Dr. Neail said pieces of cotton, 
soaked with chloroform, had been found 
stuffed in Snyder’s mouth and nostrils. 
A considerable amount of alcohol was 
found in the stomach, he added, indi- 
cating that Snyder had been drinking. 

After the crime, the confession al- 
leges, the two attempted to make the 
house appear as if there had been a 
robbery. 

An, Italian newspaper was torn in 
half and thrown on the floor; bureau 
drawers were opened and their contents 
scattered and furniture broken. 

The alarm, six hours after the crime, 
was given circuitously by Mrs. Snyder, 
who, from her position on the floor 
of a hallway, aroused her sleeping 
daughter, Lorraine, 9 years old, by 
knocking at her daughter’s bedroom 
door. 

The child called a neighbor, who sum- 
moned the police to investigate what 
seemed to have been a robbery-inspired 
murder. 

The daughter told police “‘mamma 
and papa quarreled lots’ because her 
mother stayed away from home nights. 
Discovery of letters from Gray and the 
existence of a diary telling of her feel- 
ing for him brought about questions 
which resuited in the wife's formal 
confession, the police said.

Gray Is Unperturbed. 


Syracuse, N. Y., March 21 (By A. P.). 
Calm, dapper and apparently unper- 
turbed, Henry Judd Gray. of East Or- 
ange, N. J., arrested in the Onondaga 
hotel here early today, heard himself 
aceused of being the murderer of Al- 
bert Snyder, 45, art editor of Motor 
Boating magazine, who was killed in 
his home in Queens Village, N. Y., early 
Sunday morning. 

Gray heard tl2 accusation with no 
outward show of rmotion. He shrugged 
his shoulder and made a flat denial of 
the crime. Then he asked regarding his 
wife and child, who live at East Orange. 

The accusation came from. the lips 
of Chief of Police Martin L. Cadin, 
Deputy Chief George S. Peacock and 
Detective Lieuts.

He Denies All Knowledge. 


From the very start he denied all 
knowledge of the crime. He admitted 
he knew Mrs. Snyder. He stated, how- 
ever, that he had not been in the vi- 
cinity of New York city for weeks. He 
described the accusation as “ridiculous.” 

Haddon Gray, a local friend of the 
man held, but not a relative, in an 
interview with the Syracuse Herald, 
said the suspect lunched with him Sat- 
urday. Sunday afternoon, Haddon 
Gray said, the prisoner called him up. 

“I did not answer the phone because 
I was sleeping,” he stated, “but I did 
take dinner with him Sunday night.” 

Gray, according to the police, ad- 
mitted his love for Mrs. Snyder. He 
said, accarding to Chief Cadin, that 
he had been intimate with the woman. 
But he declared that he had never even 
seen. Snyder. 

“TI was too clever to go to the house,” 
Gray said to the police. He added the 
information that the last time he saw 
Mrs. Snyder. was in February. 

Police officers continued their ques- 
tioning. They told Gray that Mrs. 
Snyder said in her confession that her 
husband _had recently increased his 
life insurance from $10,000 to $25,000. 

Gray shrugged his shoulders.

Justice Seeger held that the weight 
of the evidence was entirely against 
Browning being an “unnatural or ab- 
normal husband” and that he failed to 
find any evidence that he had been 
cruel or inhuman. 

He pointed out what he said were 
inconsistencies in Mrs. Browning’s tes- 
timony by recalling that she had com- 
plained of being tired of her elderly 
husband's society. 

Justice Seeger also criticized Mrs. 
Browning ‘for trying to palm off” an 
expurgated diary on him. 

Justice Seeger,.in commenting on the 
acid burns received by Peaches just 
before her marriage, said that it is in- 
conceivable that the acid could have 
been thrown with such precision and 
that the assailant escaped unknown 
through bars and windows that were 
closed before Mrs. Browning: had time 
to awaken. 

Justice Seeger characterized as “‘par- 
ticularly vicious” the attempt to in- 
Sinuate at the trial that Browning 
might have been responsible for the 
deed. 

He pointed to the abandonment of 
Browning by his girl wife as being 
either a conspiracy on the part of Mrs. 
Browning and her mother to compel 
Browning to purchase an expensive 
apartment for them and buy his wife 
an automobile, or else she had grown 
tired of the society of her elderly hus- 
band. 

Justice Seeger characterized as mere 
inventions and groundless charges that 
Browning had threatened to shoot his 
wife and had locked her in a. room. 
He also found that insinuations in re- 
gard to Browning’s attitude toward 
Dorothy Sunshine, his adopted daugh- 
ter, were particularly vicious. His de- 
cision accused Mrs. Browning and her 
mother of falsifying and exaggerating 
to such an extent as to render their 
testimony ineffectual.

FORD'S MALICE TOWARD JEWS 
[S EXCLUDED FROM TESTIMONY

Sapiro’s existence. They are, as coun- 
sel has said, aspersions upon the whole 
Jewish race.” 


Sapiro’s counsel sought to introduce 
the articles printed prior to the dlieged 
libellous Magazine stories to show that 
the Independent had tried to attach 
opprobrium to such terms as “Jew,” 
“Jewry” and an “international band,’ 
to which it later connected Sapiro. 


Inception of Articles Traced. 


The inception of the alleged libellous 
articles was traced today to. a letter 
written August 6, 1923, to Harry H. 
Dunn, at Berkeley, Calif., by H. W. 
Roland, of the editorial department of 
the Independent. 

“Don’t snicker when I tell you the 
Jewish boys are putting the works on 
the farmers,” Roland wrote. “It began 
when Barney Baruch first became inter- 
ested in Kansas after Wilson left the 
White House. Since then there has 
been a great deal of Jewish interest 
in the plight of the farmer,' especially 
as to mortgaging their souls and bodies 
through the government agencies, plus 
the various cooperative movements.” 

It was contended by counsel for the 
motor manufacturer that the activities 
of Sapiro were unknown to Ford or the 
Dearborn Independent. 

A series of letters and telegrams 
marked the steps of development of the 
first article accusing Sapiro of mutcting 
the California Fruit Growers of 
thousands of dollars. 


Signed By “Robert Morgan.” 


&t was written, Cameron testified, by 
Dunn, who used the pen name of Rob- 
ert Morgan. 

In a follow-up letter read into the 
record, Dunn toid Roland that the story 
of cooperative fruit marketing was the 
hardest he ever had handled. 

“There is no doubt that the farmers 
are being skinned out of thousands of 
dollars through managers and officials,” 
he wrote. “The gentile Managers are 
just as efficient in swindling the farm- 
ers as are the Jews behind the move- 
ment. The farmers probably received 
more for their crops through the asso- 
ciation than they would have selling 
individually on the open market in 
spite of the swindles.” 

As that was read Sapiro glanced at 
the jury and threw back his head with 
his face wreathed in a smile. 

“T am working on the Agricultural 
Association of California,” said Dunn 
in another letter, “but the situation 
is very complicated. The majority of 
the associations (cooperative) have 
proved good things for the producers, 
but there has been some misappropria- 
tion of funds and payments of high 
prices—forthe_services of the Sapiros 
(Aaron and his brother Milton), and 
other Jews. As soon as I can _ prove 
what I know you will get the story.” 


“Jewish Exploitation” Seen. 


Another letter said in part: 

“IT am sending you the manuscript 
of the Jewis® exploitation of farmers, 
including the acts of the Sapiros.” 

Cameron still was on the witness 
stand when court was adjourned. 


Each question asked him during the 
day was productive of an objection, 
arguments and a ruling by Judge Ray- 
mond. 

Thrice the jury was sent from the 
room, and once the court warned the 
six women and men that they should 
pay no attention to statements by 
counsel, and depend only upon the re- 
plies of the witness.

Admits False Impressions.

Sapiro’s counsel maintained that he 
previously had not stated that if he 
proved malice only on the part of either 
Ford or the Independent that he would 
not expect a verdict aginst the other. 
He asserted that he would prove malice 
on the part of both and termed “in- 
applicable” Ford counsel’s reference to 
measurement of the degree of malice 
on the part of each “for the purpose 
of assessing damages.”

Draft Carries Out Naval Limi-| 


tations as Favored by 
U. S. Experts. 


Geneva, March 21 
never will accept armaments inferior to 
those of any other country of conti- 
nental Europe, declared Gen. Marinis, 
Italian delegate to the League of Na- 
tions preparatory commission on dis- 
armament, which began its sessions 
here today in search of a formula for 
a general disarmament treaty. . 

Gen. Marinis’ declaration makes it 
clear that Premier Mussolini will insist 
on keeping Italian armament on a level 
with those of France. His pronounce- 
ment was the most striking feature of 
the first day’s deliberations, coming as 
it did at a time when tension is report- 
ed between Italy and Jugoslavia, which 
is friendly to France. 

The first day also brought the pres- 
entation by Viscount Cecil, England, af 
a complete draft of a treaty of arma- 
ment reduction. Paul Boncour,.France, 
also announced that later he would 
present a French draft which would 
differ from the British plan in a nota- 
ble essential 

Favored by U. S. Experts. 

The draft introduced by Lord Cecil 
provides for carrying cut naval limita- 
tion by measuring tonnage by cate- 
gories of ships, as favored by the Amer- 
ican experts, instead of fixing the total 
tonnage of all warships, as advocated 
by the French and Italians. 

The draft also calls for limitation of 
land effectives, which would be pre- 
sumed to include reservists. It is known 
that the French oppose limiting the 
number of reservists. It fails to men- 
tion limitation of civilian aircraft, and 
in that respect is likely to incur the 
displedsure of both the French and the 
Italians. 


League Council Protected. 

Ingenuously avoiding dragging in the 
council of the league as a supervisory 
body, it stipulates that Germany, Great 
Britain, the United States, Italy, France 
and Japan, “or the countries represent- 
ed on the council,” may decide upon 
measures to safeguard the peace of na- 
tions in case a signatory should vio- 
late the provisions of the disarmament 
treaty. 

Gen. Marinis, in his declaration,: said 
Italy would be willing to accept dras- 
tic limitation of armaments if such 
limitation were fairly proportional. 
But he warned that Italy’s present 
armaments, which had been heavily 
reduced since the world war, must not 
be taken as a criterion of Italy’s needs. 

The day’s developments indicated 
that the preparatory disarmament com- 
mission does not expect to settle the 
problem of the amount of armaments 
to be allotted to the various countries, 
but merely to lay down the governing 
principles of armament reduction. 


League to Avoid Action, 
Recalling Rebuff by Rome 


Paris, March 21 (By A. P.).—The 
lively exchange of views on the Italo- 
Jugoslav differences which is proceed- 
ing between Paris and London is ex- 
pected by diplomats here to produce a 
reassuring result, and it is believed 
that an agreement will be reached be- 
tween France and Great Britain within 
a day or two. 

The first object of the diplomatic 
exchange now going on is thought to be 
to find a way of satisfying Italy with- 
out resorting to the good offices of the 
council of the League of Nations. The 
recollection that Italy rejected the 
council jurisdiction in the Corfu inci- 
dent in 1923 is set forth as an ex- 
planation for this procedure.

The Jugo- 
Slavs, who now only have access to 
the sea via the railroad line at Saloniki 
and this is dependent upon the suffer- 
ance of the Greeks, see their existence 
as & power menaced by the trend of 
events in Albania. 

A Sacasa Is Sought. 


So the Jugoslavs want Zogu thrown 
out. They want a Sacasa to lead a 
revolution and throw him out. And 
they will support and encourage the 
designated Sacasa, contending that the 
people of Albania do not want Zogu 
anyway as “90 per cent of the people 
are against him.” 

It is at this point that the real crisis 
occurs.

Mus- 
solini has apparently foreseen this for 
he has been assiduously working for 
the good will of Roumania, it is pointed 
out, and has recently agreed to ratify 
the annexation of Bessarabia to Rou- 
mania, which action Italy failed to take 
when France and other powers agreed 
to permit Bessarabia to be absorbed 
with their indorsement. The question, 
diplomats say, is what return Rou- 
mania has made to Italy for the !at- 
ter’s action regarding Bessarabia. The 
answer, they suspect, is that Roumania 
has agreed to remain neutral in case 
Jugoslavia and Italy disagree over the 
Albanian situation. 


Might Appeal to Russia. 


But Jugoslavia, it is explained, has 
another possible string to her bow. 
She can appeal to Russia, a Slav na- 
tion which was her friend befoye and 
during the war. And incidentally Rus- 
sia has every reason to desire to take 
back Bessarabia, and it is conceded 
that the present trouble miay provide 
the necessary excuse. Bessarabia is 
concededly a part of Russia, as it was 
ceded to Russia by the treaty of Berlin 
in 1878, the powers signing that pact. 
The inhabitants are bolsheviks and of 
Russian origin, just as the inhabitants 
of soviet Russia are of this class. And 
as Bessarabia lies virtually at Russia's 
door, the military problem of retaking 
this territory would not be difficult, it 
is admitted. 

Thus, Italian pressure against Jugo- 
Slavia, if a clash should come, may 
well provide a pretext for Russia to re- 
take Bessarabia. And the attitude of 
Bulgaria would thereby become uncer- 
tain. Bulgaria has shrunk since the 
world war. Dedeagash and other out- 
lets to the sea were taken from her and 
given to Greece, and the Bulgarians 
saw a slice of their territory given to 
Jugoslavia and another large slice given 
to Roumania. If the situation prom- 
ises revenge or relief, the Bulgarians 
will not be loath to take advantage 
of it.

_ to Geneva Made Public 
in Washington. 


London, March 21 (By A. P.).—W. C. 
Bridgeman, first lord of the admiralty, 
tonight told the house of commons that 
President Coolidge had accepted a Brit- 
ish suggestion that the forthcoming 
three-power naval disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva should be an open one, 
in which any of the countries repre- 
sented might discuss any method it 
thought might reduce armaments. 


Mr. Bridgeman made the statement 
in the course of debate on naval dis- 
armament in the house in which the 
position of the United States on the 
matter figured prominently in most of 
the speeches. 

The discussion was opened by Hast- 
ings B. Leeds-Smith, laborite, who urged 
the government to take the lead in ad- 
vocating the abolition of battleships 
and submarines. 

“Why- should the initiative always be 
left to the United States,” he exclaimed, 
“let ‘Mr. Bridgeman get in first this 
time. He would get wild applause from 
public opinion in America.” 

Declaring that the Washington con- 
ference had defeated itself by simply 
shifting competition from battleships 
to cruisers, Mr. Lees-Smith suggested 
that within a reasonay1e period all war- 
ships over 5,000 tons should be scrapped,

Statement in Washington. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The State Department made public 
last night without comment the 2,500- 
word text of tke American memoran- 
'dum submitted March 8 at Geneva and 
containing observations on the report 
of the joint commission of experts on 
economic and other phases.of the gen- 
eral disarmament discussion fostered 
by the League of Nations. 

The substance of the American views 
on the more importnt points was con- 
tained in press dispatches from Geneva, 
but the text shows that most of the 
observations were a restatement of po- 
sitions already on record in the pro- 
ceedings of the preparatory commission 
on disarmament and that the Ameri- 
can views were concurred in by tke 
various other delegations at the time. 

As an instance of this, the American 
declaration against international con- 
trol and supervision of disarmament 
agreements reiterates a previous state- 
ment that such a control “is more cal- 
culated to foment ill will and sus- 
picion” than to create international 
confidence. In this statement the 
British, Chilean, Italian, Japanese and 
Swedish delegations joined. The group 
of powers also declared flat unwilling- 
ness to accept “anything in the nature 
of itinerant inqUisitorial commissions.” 


Material Resources Discussed. 


With reference to the joint commis- 
sion’s observations as to influence of 
material resources on the war strength 
of @ nation, the American memoran- 
dum pointed out that this was a sep- 
arate problem for each country which 
“can never be solved ‘by artificial in- 
ternational agreements,” since coun- 
tries rich in raw materials and indus- 
trial facilities could not be deprived 
of these nor countries poorer in such 
resources be provided with them “ex- 
cept through the normal course of 
agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment.”

The Philadelphia Lodge of Masons, No. 2, 
which is the oldest constituted lodge in Amer- 
ica, and which he joined in 1855, is to extend 
congratulations to Capt. Schetky over the tele- 
phone from Philadelphia to Oregon, and the 
captain will reply to the lodge, which will 
meet especially to receive his greetings. 

Secretary Wilbur, in a letter which will be 
delivered to Capt. Schetky, extends the con- 
gratulations of the navy, in which he says: 


I note with a good deal of pleasure that 
the 22d of March will mark your 100th 
birthday. May I express to you the in- 
terest and best wishes of the navy, and 
at the same time extend my personal con- 
gratulations. and compliments on _ the 
occasion. 

You well served vour country during 
the trying times of the civil war, and in 
later years saw service in both the At- 
lantic and Pacific. You have seen the 
navy change from sail to steam and from 
ships of oak to ships of steel. The spirit 
of the fleet today has been molded by the 
brave deeds and traditions of the navy of 
the days of your active service. The navy 
is proud of your distinguished career and 
is happy to felicitate you on your birth- 
day, and joins me in wishing you con- 
tinued good health and happiness. 


All honor to the gallant survivor of- the 
brave days of old! He carried the flag in both 


oceans. It is well that the flag should salute 
him now. 


FIFTEEN CENTS DIFFERENCE. 


Fifteen cents a day means the difference 
between desertions and enlistments in the 
United States army. Until Congress came to 
the conclusion that 35 cents a day was not 
enough with which to buy a day’s ration for a 
doughboy and that the War Department should 
be allowed to expend not less than half a dol- 
lar, the number of desertions from the ranks 
of the army continued to grow. In fact, the 
number of those who “accepted the shilling,”’ 
only to ‘‘beat it’? as soon as they found that 
Economy with a big ‘‘e’’ meant virtual starva- 
tion, grew. to alarming proportions. 

At last, however, Congress, after increasing 
its own salary, decided that the country could 
afford something better in the way of rations 
for its defenders. It was pointed out that in 
the matter of grub the ‘‘gob’”’ had it all over 
the ‘‘doughboy,”’ and the result is that here- 
after the allowance for food for fighters will 
be increased more than 40 per cent. 

Away back in the days following the civil 
war 35 cents would buy enough beef and beans 
to fill the aching void in the stomach of a sol- 
dier, even after a hard day at fatigue duty. 
But in these days of high prices, and high 
wages for butchers and store clerks, four bits 
is about the least that will suffice to buy suffi- 
cient rations for three square meals. Hence 
the attempt of the company cooks and ‘‘dog- 
robbers’”” to make 35 cents supply ‘‘three 
square’ was futile. The doughboys ducked, 
and, after ten days ‘‘awol,’’ were entered on 
the list of deserters. 

The mere announcement that a change is due 
in the daily bills of fare after the lst of July 
has already had its effect in keeping the boys 
contented. Better grub means better service, 
and the adjutant general’s office reports that 
there has been a heavy falling off in the num- 
ber of desertions. That they will decrease as 
the food grows better is not to be doubted. 

Patriotism is none the worse for a full 
stomach after all. 


WOMEN STUDY POLITICS. 


A school of politics, conducted by the League 
of Republican Women, will convene in a local 
hotel this morning and will continue in session 
until next Saturday afternoon. The subject 


‘matter to be discussed ranges from “‘the Repub- 


lican party, its origin and development’’ 
through patriotism, women in politics, and the 
national defense, to national politics and for- 
eign relations. The keynote of each subject 
will be struck by a cabinet member, a member 
of Congress or other individual thoroughly 
familiar with a particular phase of govern- 
mental or party activity, and following each 
lecture a round-table discussion will be con- 
ducted to which all registered students will be 
expected to contribute.: : 

The interest of these Republican women in 
contemporary political life is a wholesome 
tendency. It is particularly praiseworthy that 
they have invited the general public to partake 
of the advantages offered by attendance in the 
school. Those who matriculate and finish the 
brief course undoubtedly will receive a train- 
ing in citizenship and government far greater 
than the nominal admission fee would indicate, 
and fully commensurate with the time neceés- 
sary to contribute in attendance. Democratic 
women might with profit follow the example of 
the Republican league and conduct a similar 
institute of their own.

This 
would be far-sighted and typically modern 
legislation, for which the legislator’s grand- 
children even unto the third or fourth genera- 
tion would sing her praises.

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NATIONAL GUARD INSPECTION. 


The order has gone out calling for the an- 
nual inspection of the local national guard 
units. Regular army officers this week will 
scrutinize the records, equipment, quarters 
and training of the local guard, and will pre- 
sent their report to the militia bureau. 

The order is issued in good faith, of course, 
and there is no intention of ‘rubbing it in’ 
on the local units by calling for an inspection 
of quarters. It will be only natural, however, 
if the inspection brings. with it a feeling of 
resentment, inasmuch as such quarters as the 
District guard possesses can hardly be digni- 
fied by that name. 

Judging from past performance the training 
of the local unit will rate above the average. 
Its records undoubtedly will be found in good 
shape, and its equipment will be in as good 
order as can be expected in view of the fact 
that the guard does not have adequate storage 
Space. When the inspecting officers ask to 
be shown the quarters, however, they will be 
led to the abandoned government hotels which - 
serve as headquarters and storerooms for the 
District units. The local guard has no drill 
hall whatsoever. 

Action looking toward conversion of the old 
pension office building into a national guard 
armory was killed during the last congressional 
session, but indications are that the fight for 
adequate quarters will be continued when 
Congress reconvenes. It is to be hoped that 
when the time for the 1928 inspection rolls 
around a better condition will obtain.

His attorneys announced that Mr. 
Shaw desired to give testimony im- 
mediately, but Justice Eve ruled that 
the case had gone far enough, and he 
dismissed the complaint on the ground 
that Mr. Levinson had no ground for 
action. Mr. Shaw showed no emotion | 
at the ruling, merely stroking his| 
beard. 

Counsel for Mr. Shaw said the latter 
had received offers from the United 
States of from £15,000 to £30,000 
(slightly less than $75,000 to $150,000) 
for the film rights to “Arms and the 


Man.” 

The action concluded today is 
latest of a series of difficulties 
Shaw has had with the film rights to 
his plays. In one instance, it is re- 


lated, a disgruntled individual threat- 
ened to kill him. 


The threat against his life was re-\a time 


vealed recently by Mr. Shaw himself 
to Arthur Horner, chief solicitor for 
Mr. Levinson, in a hearing held before 
Justice Eve prior to the present action. 
At that time Mr. Shaw cabled an inti- 
mation that legal proceeds would be 
started if Mr. Levinson were instru- 
mental in filming “The Chocolate Sol- 
dier,” and Mr. Horner had called at 
the dramatist’s to inform him of Mr. 
Levinson’s instructions to file suit for 
$75,000. 

Mr. Shaw informed his caller that 
he had had difficulties for years about 
the question of infringing the copy- 
rights of his plays. He said the petty 
annoyances, bickerings and offers which 
were almost demands, mostly from 
Americans, were most distracting at 
times. He intimated that he was tired 
of it and would like to leave all court 
proceedings to the Authors’ society. 

Mr. Horner quotes Mr. Shaw as say- 
ing, “Why, do you realize that in one 
instance a man threatened to murder 
me during a squabble regarding the 
film rights to one of my plays, which I 
refused to grant him for perfectly good 
reasons?” 

Mr. Levinson’s proposed $75,000 dam- 
age suit never materialized, as his 
counsel advised him instead to bring 
the action just dismissed.

It is not difficult, K. W., and when 
you have heard of the method you will 
regret as much as I do the many 
springs that we were robbed of the 
pleasure of this delicious fresh vege- 
table. When you take home this deli- 
cacy (and it is, indeed, still such in the 
market stalls) untie the securing string 
and put the whole bunch just as it is 
into a large pan of clear, cold water, 
and there let it-remain for a period of 
time (at least, a half hour), that the 


their way in between the closely folded 
leaves may work their way out again 
and descend to the bottom of the pan 
of water. 

When the soaking has continued for 
take a little, stiff-bristled 
vegetable brush that is reserved for 
the purpose of washing vegetables, and 
brush each stalk up and down separ- 
ately. Wash again in fresh water, or 
after each stalk is brushed hold it for 
a second under the cold water faucet 
from which a good stream is flowing. 
Drain, and cook in boiling salted water 
until tender. There will be some of 
the stem that will, without doubt, 
have to be trimmed away. If care is 
exercised this may be done by break- 
ing rather than cutting, for with the 
breaking process only the tough end 
will be thrown away.: A knife cuts 
wherever it is obliged to cut, whether 
tender or tough but with breaking the 
stalk snaps at the beginning of the 
tender portion. If this is done care- 
lessly however, it is far worse than 
cutting, for after all most of us are 
quite capable of snapping a stalk of 
asparagus whether tough or tender.

an appliance for use in cookery. 


There are a number of well-known 
and reputable firms putting out these 
so-called grills, and almost all of them 


meet the same needs in the same man- 
ner. They are designed for occasional 
cookers on the smallest imaginable 
scale, and to attempt to recommend one 
for general cooking would be out of 
the question. If you are doing com- 
plete housekeeping with one of these 
little stoves you have my deep admira- 
tion, for housekeeping, with all facili- 
ties, is indeed far reaching in its prob- 
lems and its tribulations. 

As for the rust spots on your grill, 
there is nothing you can do for them 
other than to have the grill re-nickeled. 
This is discouraging, but quite true. 
Rust comes only where the finish is 
gone, wherever the rust appears it 
means simply that the thin covering of 
nickel is worn .through, exposing the 
raw metal of which the grill is con- 
structéd and which is subject to cor- 
rosion when exposed to the moisture 
ever present in the atmosphere. I think 
we many of us feel that these delight- 
fully shiny utensils that fill the 


shelves in the shops are as bright and} 


lovely in the interior as on the exterior. 
Not so. Unless “sterling’’ is marked 
thereon (whoever saw a sterling waffle 
iron?) the bright metal is but a 
veneer, and constant polishing, or con- 
stant neglect, breaks this covering 
down. The result is rust—first in 
spots, eventually over the whole. Be- 
ware of polishing too much, or with a 
scratchy material. Wipe the nickel over 
with a damp cloth and be sure to dry it 
again thoroughly. Then put the object 
away in a dry place and the nickel will 
last for a long time. Eggs may, of 
course, be cooked on a grill, and small 
chops. If it is of the variety that af- 
fords a pan below vegetables may be 
cooked in that .pan, or bread heated 
there. Mushrooms may be sauted on 
the surface of the grill and the sauce 
made in a shallow pan which would 
permit mushrooms on toast, and griddle 
cakes, of course, may be thus cooked. 

An omelet might be accomplished if 
& pan was inverted over the surface 
on which it was cooking, and croquettes 
and cutlets also might be successful. 
But I shudder at the effort involved 
with so small.an instrument. I should 
want for myself in such a circumstance 
one of the two-burner electric so-called 
“plates,” which resemble the little two- 
burner gas plates long known to light 
housekeepers. With this an oven may 
be used and a complete, though limited, 
success enjoyed.

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40 TRAFFIC. CHANGES 


URGED BY ELDRIDGE 
TD GET QUICK ACTION 


City Heads Expected to Decide 


on Vehicle Proposals 
This Week. 


WANTS TO ISSUE NEW 
REGULATION BOOK SOON 


Seeks to End Rule Requiring 
Autoists to Pass on 
the Left. 


Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge, it 
was revealed yesterday, has had 40 
amendments to the traffic regulations 
in the hands of the commissioners 
since March 10, when he submitted 
them and asked that they be adopted 
speedily so he could issue a new book 
of rules. 

The principal change he asks is abol- 
ishment of the rule requiring drivers 
tO pass overtaken vehicles on the left. 

He also recommends a change in the 
method of making a left turn at cor- 
ners where policemen control traffic. 
Instead of drawing up near the police- 
man to await his signal, the proposed 
rule provides for motorists to draw up 
as far to the right as possible to await 
the signal, thus operating as is done 
on streets where there are traffic sig- 
nals. Uniformity is sacrificed, how- 
ever, by providing that at intersections 
where there is neither a policeman nor 
a traffic light, the driver shall pass 
around or over the central point of the 
intersection in making a left turn. 


Parking Changes Asked. 


Two-hour parking restriction is pro- 
posed for M street, Georgetown, be- 
tween Twenty-ninth and Thirty-sixth 
streets. It is suggested by Eldridge 
that vehicles in funeral processions dis- 
play two illuminated headlights. 

F street northwest, between Seven- 
teenth and Twenty-sixth streets, is pro- 
posed as a one-way street for east- 
bound traffic; G street within the same 
limits for westbound traffic; Highland 
terrace for westbound traffic and Cen- 
ter street for southbound vehicles. 

The proposed new rules provide ‘that 
pedestrians must yield right-of-way to 
vehicles whenever they are moving on 
proper signals at intersections con- 
trolled by policemen. This is a further 
encroachment toward city-wide pedes- 
trian control, for which Eldridge has 
been striving ever since he took office. 

Parking restrictions are proposed as 
follows: 

South side of Kalorama road from 
Ontario road to Champlain street, no 
parking at any time; the same on the 
north side of Corcoran street between 
Fourteenth and Nineteenth streets, at 
both outer and inner curbs around Du- 
pont circle, and on Mt. Pleasant street 
between Park road and Newton street; 
on the west side of Eighteenth street 
northwest, between F and Calvert 
streets, no parking between 8 and 9:15 
a. m., and on the east side none be- 
tween 4 and 6 p. m.

encamped on the Rio Grande with the 
object of keeping Americans away from 
the river banks at a point about 40 
miles west of Del Rio, Tex. 

A special dispatch to the San Antonio 
Express said the group of 20 men had 
served notice to cowboys and other 
Americans to keep off the banks of 
the river. The dispatch attributed the 
action as a measure of rétaliation for 
the killing of several liquor runners in 
recent weeks. 

Sheriff M. L. Whistler, Ranger Capt. 
D. E. Lindsey and Victor Bentliff, head 
of the border patrol, were reported to 
have interviewed high Mexican officials 
at Villa Acuana, opposite Del Rio, con- 
cerning the threats and were informed 
that no such orders had been issued 
to Mexican soldiers. 

New York, March 21 (By A. P.).—Oil 
companies listed by the Mexican gov- 
ernment in a statement yesterday as 
having complied with the new petro- 
leum law produced less than 12 per 
cent of the total output of petroleum 
in Mexico in 1926, it was declared to- 
day at the offices of the Association of 
Producers of Petroleum in Mexico. 

Of the companies listed as havin 
complied with the law, association of- 
ficers said that the official Mexican re- 
ports show that the General Petroleum 
Co. of California, and the Texas Co., 
each produces less than 1 per cent of 
the total production; the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, through its subsidiary, 
the East Coast Oil Co., approximately 
1 per cent; the Pearce Oil Co. less than 
2 per cent, and the Mexican Seaboard 
Oil Co., probably the largest of the 
companies complying with the law, 
about 7 per cent. The Ohio Co. is new 
in the Mexican field, it was said, and 
ap to January 1, 1927, had produced no 
oil.

Twelve or thirteen years ago George 
Agnew Chamberlain wrote a novel call- 


ed “Home.”’ Out of the theme of. that, 
his first attempt at a form of writing 
in which he became quite proficient, 
was born a play, “Lost,” published in 
book form last year. 

A. E. Thomas, an old-line newspaper 
man turned playwright, was called in 
to collaborate with Mr. Chamberlain. Be- 
tween the two penmen there was an 
effort to take from the printed page 
something that might be transferred 
to the boards. The result was let loose 
upon a perfectly defenseless audience 
last night in the National theater; proof 
positive that novelists are not always 
playwrights, even when aided and 
abetted by professional playwrights. As 
Ferenc Molnar has it in his new com- 
edy, “The Play’s the Thing’”—‘“Either | 


you are or you are not a playwright.” 

Of course, there is the alternative. 
Perhaps there was no play material in 
that first novel “Home.” 

From beginning to end the new play 
is rather a sorry mess. Alan Wayne is 
in love with the wife of his foster 
brother, Gerald Lansing. For some 
years, Gerald and his wife, Alice, have 
been growing farther and farther apart 
until, the day Alan is ready to sail for 
a South American port, the breaking 
point is reached. Alan has been trying 
to entreat the woman to go with him. 
Spurred on by her husband, who dares 
her to go, she accepts the invitation, but 
repents upon receipt of a kiss labeled 
with lust, as the story books have it. In 
the play, there is much ado about this. 
Instead of going away with her lover, 
Alice fakes an exit and goes to Holly- 
wood, New Jersey, or some such place, 
the while he sails for the sunny South. 
This merely to give Gerald, the hus- 


band, something to think about. It 


does. He believes the twain have gone 
together. The play ends with the whole 
kit and caboodle landing down in South 
America, Alan to lay low with fever, 
Gerald to go native and almost drink 
himself to death, and the lovely lady to 
journey along seeking the redemption 
of her husband. 

There may be a play in this script, 
but it failed to show itself within the 
walls of the National. theater last night. 
“Lost” they call it, “Lost” it is.

RESERVE BANKS DEBITS 


IN CITY GAIN 31,422,000

Total for Whole System More 
Than Billion for Week 
Ended March 17. 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 


Federal Reserve banks in Washington 


showed a gain of 81,422,000, to $57,- 
575,000, in debits to individual accounts 
for the week ended March 16, com- 
pared with total of the week before, 
but comparison with the week ended 
March 17 last year develops a decrease 


of $1,741,000, the total then being 859,- 
316,000, according .to Federal Reserve 
Board report. 

Debits to individual accounts for the 
23 centers reporting to the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond, Washington 
being one of the centers, reached a 
total for the week under 
$315,357,000, a gain of $22,433,000 over 
the preceding week, but a decline of 
#11,061,000 when compared with the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Debits to individual accounts, as re- 
ported to the Federal Reserve Board by 
banks in leading cities for the week, 
aggregated $14,815,000,000, or 18.1 per 
cent above the total of $12,548,000,000 
reported for the preceding week. 

Total debits for the system as a 
whole were $1,158,000,000, or 8.5 per 
cent above those for the week ended 
March 17, 1926, with New York city, 
Boston, San Francisco, Chicago and Los 
Angeles reporting the greatest gains, 
while Detroit and Milwaukee reported 
the largest reductions.

Norfolk Southern Railroad | 


The Norfolk Southern Railroad is one 
issues which 
participated in the sharp price advances 
earlier this year. The company oper- 
ates 890 miles of road which extend 
principally from Norfolk, Va., through 
the central part of North Carolina. In 
former years about 50 per cent of the 
road’s tonnage consisted of lumber but 
more lately freight received from con- 
necting lines has increased to a marked 
degree. Consequently total freight 
tonnage is at present much better 
diversified in character than it once 
was. 

Gross revenues during 1925 were 
slightly less than in 1924 but there 
was a gain in net operating income 
due to savings in operating costs. Dur- 
ing 1926, however, gross revenues were 
larger than in 1925 by nearly one 
million dollars. Net operating income 
during the same period increased by 
over $275,000. Earnings on the capital 
stock in 1925 were equivalent to $3.20 
per share but in 1926 were equal to 
approximately $5.10. 

This road has never made an espe- 
cially good showing for its stockholders 
and consequently no dividends have 
been paid since 1914. The company, 
however, has shown consistent progress. 

In May, 1925, it was announced that 
a@ syndicate composed mainly of Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina tobacco and 
lumber interests had bought control 
of this road.

IN RIDGEWAY MURDER 


Large Crowd Is on Hand to 
Hear Charges Brought 
Against Boersig. 


Indictments charging the murders 
of Loretta Ridgeway, 6 years old, and 
her sister, Catherine, 4, a felonious as- 
sault. upon their mother, Mrs... George 
Ridgeway, 27, and grand larceny, were 
returned yesterday against Louis Boer- 
sig, 44 years old, of Alexandria, Va., by 


the grand jury sitting in the Fairfax 
county court at Fairfax, Va. 

The attack in the Ridgeway home 
on Telegraph road near. Alexandria, 
was discovered 17 days ago. Bleeding, 
the mother was: found seated in a 
chair, nursing her 3-week-old_ in- 
fant. In another room were found the 
unconscious bodies of the two daugh- 
ters, their skulis broken. A _ robber, 
who had looted a bureau drawer of 
more than $60, the family savings, had 
clubbed the three. The following day 
Boersig was arrested and the oldest 
child died. A week later Catherine suc- 
cumbed to her injuries. 

The jury deliberated an hour and 
a half before returning the four in- 
dictments. Frederick L. Flynn, at- 
torney for Boersig, declared that open 
threats of mob violence had been made 
and requested Judge Samuel G. Brent 
for a change of venue. Wilson Farr, 
Commonwealth attorney, maintained 
that Fairfax county had a vital inter- 
est in the case and that it should be 
tried there. 

“So has Arlington county and Alex- 
andria city an interest in this case,” 
Judge Brent answered, “I am responsi- 
ble and not you, and I will not have 
Boersig taken from here and strung 
up by a mob.” 

Boersig is in the Winchester fail, 
having been taken there shortly after 
his arrest, when hints of a lynching 
began to spread through the com- 
munity. The motion deciding when 
and where Boersig will be tried will be 
argued today. 

The small historic courtroom was 
packed when the jury returned its 
findings. More than 150 persons loiter- 
ed outside the courthouse awaiting an 
opportunity to get inside. 

Neither Mrs. Ridgeway, nor her hus- 
band, who is employed in Alexandria, 
were present at the hearing. Nor was 
Boersig there. Interest in the case has 
been intense throughout the county 
since the attack. Prosecutor Farr will 
attempt to bring Boersig to trial with- 
in a week, he said. 

Boersig has denied the attack, al- 
though Mrs. Ridgeway has identified 
him as the assailant. He is alleged to 
have forced his way into the home 
under a pretext and to have clubbed 
the young mother and her two daugh- 
ters. Boersig, authorities said, has ad- 
mitted being near the Ridgeway home 
at the hour of the attack. 

Judge Brent, it is said, has informed 
Prosecutor Farr that in the event he 
decides to try Boersig in Fairfax county 
he will appeal to Gov. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia for State militia to insure the 
protection of Boersig against mob vio- 
lence.
